In addition to closing in on Fere-en-Tardenois, 
they are steadily gaining ground in the Champagne 
and have recovered most of the outpost positions 
lost in the initial drive. 


Main-de-Massiges is said to have been recap- 


tured. Oulchy-le-Chateau and Villemontoire have 
been captured by the French. 


Paris, July 26, 4 p. m. — Franco - American 


troops have taken Fere forest and are within a 
short distance of Fere-en-Tardenois. 
On both 


sides of the road from Mezy north to Fere-en-Tar- 
denois, the Americans repulsed counter attacks 
and pressing northward, captured Franquet farm. 


Fere forest extends from the Marne east of 


Chateau Thierry to the Fere-en-Tardenois.
